Decisions made in the past should 


reach fruition in 1973 and assure 


Hondo of two new industries, the 


Flight Screening Program to be oper­ 


ated by the U . S . Air Force's Air 
Training Command, and the U . S. 


Bonded Padding Co. 
(Yes, I am still 


optimistic about this company build­ 


ing its plant and getting into opera­ 


tion in 1973.). 


To show i ncrease 


Latest information from Air Force 


o fficials indicate a substantial in ­ 


crease in both aircraft and personnel 


as listed when the Flying program 
was announced . 
Figures have jump­ 


ed to 80 aircraft and 109 personnel 


as compared to the initial 55 and 70, 


respectively. 
(See separate story on 


this program in this week's paper.) 


And the carpet padding company 


w ill employ some HO persons when it 


gets into full swing, probably near 


the latter part of the y e a r. 
When the two get going, they 


w ill combine for 219 additional sal­ 


aries being paid in Hondo. A con­ 
servative estimate of $500 per montn 


average salary means some S 109,500 


per month, or an annual $1,314,000 


p a yro ll. 
How ever, the economical 
boost to our area w ill be much great­ 


er with the local purchases by the 


two adding to the im pact. 


At this point, two logical ques­ 
tions arise . W ill a ll these people 


live in Hondo and its immediate a- 


re a ? 
O f course, we hope that many 


local persons who need employment 


w ill be on these payrolls and this 


would actu ally reduce the number of 


new people coming in . 
W H I they 
spend a ll their money here? 


O bvio u sly, the answer to both 


questions Is no. 
N ot even under i- 


deal conditions, and Hondo cannot 


offer ideal conditions at this tim e. 


Housing need great 


Housing throws the greatest c h a l­ 


lenge to Hondo officials and plan­ 


ners, Can we provide the housing 


needed to keep the majority of these 
workers as local residents? 
lf not, 


can area cities, D evine, C astroville, 


D 'H anis take up the slack and keep 


this money here to build Medina 


C o u n ty? 
I believe we can with good plan­ 


ning cind extra efforts. We have lo ­ 


cal private builders who have work­ 


ed hard and invested great amounts 


of money to bring housing to Hondo. 


There's no reason to believe they 
w on't rise to the occasion in 1973. 


But Hondo also needs low rent 


housing, in addition to the present 


235 programs. These are needed in 


both single dwelling units and apart­ 


ments. 
Projects are planned along 


these lines by the Housing Authority 


of the C ity of Hondo and others. 
However, a freeze on all Housing 


and Urban Developm en' funds place 


these projects in doubt for sometime 


to com e, 


M obile homes possible 


Another avenue availab le is mo­ 


bile home space. 
Winters Trailer 
Park, which in cid entally is owned 


by the C ity of Hondo and leased by 
Richard Winters on a per space fee 


basis, is fu ll. 
Franklin Wiemers' 


park on 30th Street is f u ll. There­ 


fore, rental space is at a premium. 


John Poerner is developing a park 


east of town on the Bandera highway. 
These are complete spaces for sale 


and undoubtedly they w ill sell. 
But 


this does not elim inate the need for 


rental space. 


C lyde Jackson might take a big 


step to correct this situation. 
For a 


long time he has had in mind build­ 
ing a mobile home park on his prop­ 


erty east of Avenue Z and north of 


14th Street, He has indicated that 


1973 w ill be the year he w ill build. 


Combined, a ll of these should 


provide for most of the housing needs 


brought about if these two industries 


reach their full potential in person­ 


nel . 


Other challenges present 


W hat about other challenges? 
W ill our schools be affected ? 
W ill 


c ity utilities and facilities be over­ 


taxed by the extra demands? 
W ill 


our recreational facilities be ad e­ 


q u ate? 
What about our business es­ 


tablishments and their services? 
The schools apparently can han­ 
dle the extra students with no sweat, 


thanks to past planning . 
C ity u tilities, especially the city 
electric system and tire sewage treat­ 


ment fa c ility , are areas where speci­ 


fic thought and planning w ill be re ­ 


quired to meet the extra demands. 


Recreation space vital 


Recreation areas are at the pres­ 
ent totally inadequate and any influx 
of people w ill only increase that in ­ 


adequacy . 


W e have a fine city park for its 


size. 
But who can utilize it when it 
is either com pletely occupied by 


one function or padlocked. 
Any one 


group, large or sm all, can tie the 


park up for an entire day even 


though they use only a small portion. 


It needs to be expanded--not on­ 


ly for future development, but now 


to meet the needs of our present res­ 


idents . 


C ity fathers have a wonderful op­ 
portunity to accomplish this right 


now with a part of the Revenue 


Sharing money the city has received . 


They can expand the area , and build 
extra barbecue pits and picnic ta ­ 


bles so that several groups can be 


accommodated at the same tim e. 


They can convert the ugly gravel 


pit into an object of beauty - -ei ther 


a grass-banked fishing bond as sug­ 


gested by Councilman G . P. C hap­ 


man or a sunken garden as suggested 
by M rs. Chuck H ackeb eil. 


They could build a nice pavilion 
that would house a gathering up to 
1,000 persons. 


In addition to the C ity Park they 


could add a little more money and 
put the proposed' playground park a- 


long West 18th Street into fine shape 


and make a lot oj children happy. 


A ll of these efforts and outlays of 


cash would bring continuing benefits 


to our c ity . 
First and foremost, it 


would give our people a place to go 


with fam ily for a picnic or a quiet 


outing or put children out in the 


open for good exercise and fresh a ir. 


But it also would make Hondo a fo­ 


cal point for summer reunions or oth­ 
er gatherings that would bring out- 


of-town people to the city where 


they would spend money. 
O rg a n i­ 


zations such as Farm Bureau, Range 


Management sections, and others 


could bring large meetings to Hondo, 


In other recreational areas, we 


have a nice swimming pool, 
In the 


summer it usually is packed w all to 


w all with children, but probably 


could wet down a few more bodies. 


Our Hondo G o lf Course is some­ 
thing we can point to with pride. 


Although only nine holes, the course 


is an excellent one and draws much 


traffic from San Antonio and other
